Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's amendments to claims 1 and 1 1 overcome rejection over 
Lamb and Okano. Lamb's superconducting magnets 5 generate attractive forces with track 1 (c.3, lines 34-37; Fig.4) 
but lateral force stability of vehicle 17 is provided by additional structure of wheels 18/19 that bear against upper rail 20 
(c.3, lines 50-54) and hence would not read on the limitation in claims 1 and 1 1 of lateral forces restored "...without the 
need for additional structure..." In Okano, superconductor 15 generates a repulsive force on permanent magnet 21 
{Fig,2; c.7, lines 4-7), not an attractive force as claimed in claims 1 and 11. Applicant further discussed reasons for 
support of proposed claimed terminology of "substantially at least 0.4 g" in new claims 14-16. 
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
